If 
a bull fails to breed he may be returned to the seller if in as good condition 
as when bought, and if after three month’s trial he fails to breed, the animal 
will be replaced with one of equal value or the money will be refunded. Cows 
with calves at side are considered breeders and no further guarantee is given.
